MARSHALL COLLEGE. 


‘Tis Institution was founded, under a charter from 
the Legislature of Pennsylvania, in the year 1835.. It 
sprang originally out of the High-School attached: to 
the ‘Theological Semimary of the German Reformed 
Church, which was removed the year before from the 
Borough of York to the village of Mercersbure. It 
stands, of course, in intimate connection with this Sem- 
inary still. The primary object of the two Institus 
tions may be regarded as one and the same. The 
Church needs ministers, and she is concerned to have 
them properly educated for their high and responsible 
work. It is her zeal for this interest, which has given 
birth to Marshall College. Harvard University, Yale 
College, and Nassau Hall, owe their origin mainly to 
a similar zeal, on the part of the religious donomina- 
tions by which they were founded. 


The College is the daughter of the Church, and as 
such consecrated to the service of religion as well as 
letters. Like the Institutions which have just been 
named however, it aims at more than simply to meef 
the want which is felt with regard to the sacred min- 
istry. It is designed to promote the interest of educa- 
tion generally, ‘within the bounds of the German 
Church. At the same time its privileges are not re- 
stricted in any way to these limits. Though founded 
by the Reformed Church, and looking to it mainly of 
course for patronage and support, its constitution is al- 
together catholic and free, as much as that of any of 
the Colleges of New England. The Church as such 
exercises no ecclesiastical supervision over it, more 
than the Presbyterian Church does over Nassaw’ Hall. 

3 
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The College, under this view, is a general interest, 
created by the liberal zeal of the German Reformed 
Church, for the advantage of the community at large, 
so far as a disposition may be felt to embrace its offer- 
ed benefits. ‘I‘here is no reason why those who are of 
Finglish descent should withhold from it their friendly 
regards, simply because it may be regarded as prima- 
rily a German interest. Rather, it should be honored 
and sustained, as the ornament of the region at large 
to which it stands naturally related as a literary centre, 
Especially should it be so looked upon by Presbyte- 
rians of whatever origin or name. It is emphaticall 
a Presbyterian interest. ‘There is no other College, 
east of the mountains, in Pennsylvania or Maryland, 
around which the whole Presbyterian community, 
German, Irish and Scotch, might be expected so _ rea- 
sonably to rally. 

Mercersbure is a village of about twelve hundred 
inhabitants, situated in Franklin County, in the midst 
of a fertile limestone region, near the base of the North 
Mountains. It is more than usually retired, though 
within a short distance of the great thorough-fares of 
travel on different sides. At the same time it has the 
advantage of a daily mail. Few places, it is believed, 
furnish less occasion, in the case of Students, for dis- 
traction or dissipation of mind. It would be hard to 
find a location more favorable altogether to health. As 
it respects scenery, it may be described as more than 
beautiful ; it 1s absolutely splendid. At the distance 
ot from two to five miles, the mountains are thrown 
around it in a sort of half circle, gracefully irregular 
and imposingly picturesque; forming a vast amphi- 
theatre, from whose towering sides, in every direction, 
Nature looks forth upon the beholder, through sun- 
shine or storm, in her most magnificent apparel. Stran- 
gers who are possessed of any taste, are generally 
much taken -with the situation, under the view now 
mentioned. It might well be selected indeed for a sum- 
mer retreat, by such as wish to make their escape from 
the city during the hot months, without caring to fol- 
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low the crowd to more fashionable, but less graceful 
places of resort. | 

Altogether, the location is admirably suited to the 
purposes of a College. It is by no means a matter of 
indifference in the midst of what outward connections 
and relations such an Institution may be placed. It 
is only a narrow idea of education, which can suffer 
any one to leave out of view the consideration of this 
point, in consulting for so great an interest: All that 
surrounds us, in early life especially, is educational. 
The world within us, is ever an image, more or less, 
of the world that looks upon us from without. In this 
respect, Marshall College may be said to possess, in 
the absolute retirement of itssituation, and the rural in- 
terest with which it is surrounded, a more than com- 
mon advantage. ‘The moralinfluence of its position is 
healthful. Spiritually as well as physically, the. air 
that breathes upon it is pure and salubrious, and the - 
skies that look down upon it, benignant and. free. It 
is attributable, no doubt to some extent, to this consid- 
eration, that the Institution has been so remarkably 
characterized by order and good behavior on the part 
‘of its Students. 40) 

There are four churches in the place; one: belong- 
ing to the Associate body (Seceder); one Methodist ; 
one Presbyterian, (Old School) ; and one held in com- 
mon by the Lutherans and German Reformed.

_ Terms or Apmisston.—Candidates for admission in- 
‘to the 'reshman Class, must be qualified for examina- 
tion in English Grammer, Arithmetic, Geography, 
Latin: Grammar, Greek Grammar, Cesar’s Commen- 
aries, Sallust, Virgil, and Jacobs’ Greek Reader. ‘T’o 
enter a higher class, the qualification of the candidate 
must: rise according to the established Course of stu- 
dies. In coming from another Institution the Student 
must bring with him a certificate of honorable dismis- 
sion. 

~ Course oF Instruction.— The College Course em- 
braces, as usual, a period of four years, each diviced 
into two terms of Study.

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ReciratTion.—Hach Class has at least two exerci- 
ses, in the way of recitation or lecture, every day, on 
the branches of Study embraced in this plan. 


ComposITIon AND DEcLamATION.—In addition to the 
ordinary Studies now mentioned, exercises in Compo- 
sition and Declamation are required of the Students, 
throughout their Course. 


Examinations.—Public Examinations, continued 
through several days, are held at the close of each Ses- 
sion, and at the termination of the whole Course. 


GERMAN Lanevuacre.—A particular interest is felt in 
the cultivation of the German Language. It is under 
German auspices, mainly, and with reference to the 
interest of what may be called the German mind of 
this country, particularly, that Marshall College has 
sprung into existence. At the same time no language 
can be more worthy of being studied, either for its own 
sake, or on account of the rich stores of learning it is 
found to embody, in all the different Departments of 
knowledge. An acquaintance with the German Lan- 
guage may be regarded now indeed as indispensable to 
a thorough education, vastly more important than a 
knowledge of the French or any other foreign tongue. 
Instruction is given in German regularly, to all who 
can be persuaded to make it an object of Study. It is 
wished to identify the Institution, to a certain extent, 
with the spirit of German thought. The language of 
course cannot be made a part of the regular course of 
instruction ; but the tone and complexion of German 
thinking may reign notwithstanding, throughout the 
whole. This is believed to be a most desirable object. 
Our American Colleges generally are pervaded by a 
life, that may be said to be Anglican only. The inter- 
ests of learning in the country require however, that 
this should not be the only type of thinking among us: 
Without undertaking to say which may be absolutely 
the best form of mind, it is believed to be of vast ac- 
count that the spirit of Germany in particular, rich, 
deep, earnest and full, as it is known to be, should be 
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interwoven at least with the spirit of Kngland and 
Scotland, in the education of youthful America. With 
a character strictly American then, Marshall College 
proposes to be of German constitution, rather than 
Scotch. A very distinguished scholar of Germany, 
Dr. Puitie Scuar, who has been recently called to a 
Professorship in the Theological Seminary, is expect- 
ed to be associated with the Faculty of the College al- 
so, in the course of the following Spring. The inter- 
ests of German literature in the Institution will fall 
specially of course into his hands, and can hardly fail 
to receive a new impulse from his presence. 


GERMAN SocietTies.—The Students, it should be 
added, have formed among themselves two societies, 
distinguished by the mames of Schiller and Rauch, 
expressly for the cultivation of the German Language. 
These hold weekly meetings, where the members seek 
to make themselves familar with it, by appropriate 
literary exercises, (Declamation. Composition, original 
Orations and Debate,) all conducted in this tongue. 


Pusiic Worsuie.—The Students are required to at- 
tend prayers in the College Chapel every morning and 
evening, and public worship on the Sabbath, either in 
the Chapel or at some Church, statedly, in the town. 
Parents of course are allowed to designate, if they 
should see proper, the Church they may wish their sons 
to attend. 


LITERARY Societies.—There are two Literary So- 
cieties established among the Students, bearing the 
names Gethean and Diagnothian, which by appropri- 
ate exercises within themselves, in meetings held from 
week to week, endeavor to advance their own improve- 
ment, each generously emulating the zeal of the other. 
Kach of these Societies has established already a hand- 
some Library of well selected books, which is increas- 
ed through the zeal and liberality of the members from 
year to year. ‘These Libraries contain altogether, at 
this time, nearly four thousand volumes. 
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Society Hatis.—For some time past the Societies 
have had in contemplation to erect separate Halls, for 
their own particular use. Itis now proposed to go 
forward with the erection of these, the following sum- 
mer. They will be put up ma very fine and tasteful 
style, with large pillars in front, ata cost of perhaps 
$4,000 each, and will form a great ornament to the 
place. ‘The funds for the purpose are collected, from 
the friends of the Institution, by the Students them- 
selves. As no interest connected with the College, is 
considered more important than the Literary Societies, 
this movement is held to be of vast account, as its res- 
pects its future prosperity. Each Hall will furnish 
room for a large museum of some sort, as well as for an 
ample library. i 


GENERAL Lipraries.—In addition to the use of their 
own Libraries, the Students have access’ also to the 
Library of the Theological Seminary, which compri- 
ses in addition to many valuable works in theology, 
a large amount of miscellaneous literature. It con- 





VACATION AND COMMENCEMENT.—The College-year 
embraces two Sessions, separated by vacations of six 
weeks. ‘The Winter Session commencing six weeks 
after the annual commencement, comprises a period of 
twenty-two weeks. ‘The Summer Session commences 
in May, at the close of the Spring vacation, and con- 
sists of eighteen weeks reaching to the commencement. 
The Commencement is always celebrated on the last 
Wednesday in September. |

If circumstances render i necessary, the amount of 
contingent expences may be somewhat more than it is 
stated above. 3 

The College dues are in all cases to be paid in ad- 
vance, or within the first four weeks of the Session. 
Payment of the Steward’s Bill for Board is also requi- 
red at the beginning and middle of every Session. 

Beyond the regular charges of the College, the ex- 
penses of Students will depend much on their own 
economy, and the indulgence of parents. ‘The Morals 
of the youth, and consequently the interest of the In- 
stitution also must be unfavorably influenced by ex- 
travagant expenditures, and it is earnestly recommend- 
ed to parents, to make their allowances of pocket mo- 
ney as small as possible. 

Supervision.—All the Students are expected to re- 
side in the College Edifice, except when excused for 
special reasons, or when it may happen that all the 
rooms are full. The greatest care 1s taken to guard 
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the Morals of the young men, and the friends of the 
Institution may rest assured, that no pains will be 
spared to keep it pure in this respect. ‘lwo members 
of the Faculty ‘reside in the College, and take their 
meals with the Students in the Refectory. Students 
who room in the College, are not allowed to board any- 
where else without particular permission. 


THE PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT, 


The Preparatory Department is designed to fit Stu- 
dents for the College, and the Studies pursued in it are 
arranged principally, with reference to this end. Its 
advantages however, are extended also to those who 
wish to pursue-Enelish Studies only, or propose to 
take only a particular Course. 

In addition to the Latin and Greek Languages, the 
Course embraces Penmanship, English Grammer, 
Arithmetic, Algebra, Geography, History, and the 
Elements of Natural Philosophy.. 

The Department is under the care and superintend- 
ence of the Faculty of the College, of which the Rector 
is always a member. ' 

The College Charter requires the gratuitous Instruc- 
tion, in the English branches, of twenty young men 
as teachers of Common Schools; and the Trustees are 
always ready to receive in this way any who may 
claim the privilege. ‘They are required to pay only 
the contingent expenses.

These bills are required to be paid in advance. 

The price of boarding varies from $1 50 to $2 00 
per week. 

In the case of this Department considerable incon- 
venience was suffered fora time, from the want of a 
suitable Iidifice for its accommodation. ‘The youth 
were obliged to board at different places in town, such 
as the Faculty might approve of for this purpose; and 
this arrangement interfered seriously of course with 
the order and efficiency of the Institution. For some 
time past, however, the difficulty has been happily re- 
moved. A large building, handsomely situated on the 
tract of ground purchased for the College, has been 
erected for the use, expressly and exclusively, of the 
Department. Here all suitable accommodations are 
secured for the object to which the Edifice is devoted, 
Students are brought together, and boarded under the 
immediate eye of the Rector, who presides over the 
whole establishment, as a father at the head of his 
family. At the same time, where it is considered safe, 
those who prefer it are allowed to board with private 
families in the village. 


THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 


The Students in this Department are required to 
study the best elementary writers, having reference, © 
when necessary to a full knowledge of the subject, to 
the original authorities, Recitations and examinations 
take place three times a week, except when Professor 
Thompson is occupied in Court, or absent on the Cir- 
cuit. On these occasions, what the Student may have 
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passed over negligently, is recalled and impressed on 
his memory ; what he has not understood, is fully ex- 
plained; differences between the Common Law of 
England and the Laws of this country, are pointed out, 
and instructions are communicated in a plain and fa- 
miliar manner, on matters connected with the subject 
of the recitation. Eivery Student is required to furnish 
once a week, either an abridgement in writing of a 
chapter in the elementary work he is studying, or a 
written opinion on some case stated, or question of 
Law. 

A Moot Court is established in the School, in which 
the process and pleading, in fictitious causes, are pre- 
pared by the Students, and demurrers, cases stated, 
écc., are argued and determined, in a manner resem- 
bling as nearly as possible, the actual proceedings 
of a Court of Justice. In the discussions in this Court, 
while the young gentlemen are required to look dili- 
gently into the authorities, all possible pains are taken 
to induce them to make themselves thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the great elementary principles of the 
science, which may be inyolved in the question. 

The Course of Studies embraces not only the prin- 
ciples, but the practice of the profession—every thing 
necessary to a full preparation foradmission to the bar. 
The period of Studies is regulated by the rules of 
Court. When the Student is under the age of twen- 
ty-one, he is required to study three years; if above 
that age, two years. 

Upon a final and satisfactory examination, the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Laws will be conferred by the 
Faculty. | | 

As the Law School has been recently established, 
the whole of the books, to make up the complete 
Course of study, have not yet been selected. ‘The fol- 
lowing will be among the number : 

_ Blackstone’s Commentaries; Selwyn’s Nisi Prius; 
Kent’s Commentaries ; Stephen on Pleading ; Philips 
or Starkey, on Evidence; Fonblanque on Equity; 
Sugdon on Vendors, Angel and Ames, on Corpora- 
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tions; Powell on Contracts; Comyn on Contracts ; 
Pennsylvania Practice; Chitty on Bills; Paley on 
Agency; Story on Bailments; Blanchard on the Stat- 
ute of Limitations; Toller’s Law of Executors; Law 
of principal and Surety, by Thobald; Platt on Cove- 
nants ; Cary on Partnership. 

Where sufficient time is not allowed, some of the 
foregoing works must be omitted—and the Course 
will, in some measure, be varied according to the State 
where the Student purposes to practice. 

The terms of Instruction are $75 per annum, paid 
in half yearly payments, embracing all charges. ‘The 
use of Professor Thompson’s Law Library, Text 
Books, Stationary, Library rooms, and fuel, are fur- 
nished to the Students without additional charge. 

Membership in the Moot Court to gentlemen who 
do not belong to the Law School, will be $15 per an- 
num. 

_ The Law School is distinct from College regulations, 
and is kept at Chambersburg.

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


The regular Course of Study in the Seminary, embraces # 
period of two and-a half years, or five terms. A new Class 
commences each Fall, while the Class which has completed the 
Course, retires in the Spring. Thus there are always three 
Classes present in the Winter, and but two during the Sum- 
mer. 

The Studies for the whole period are as follows:

All the Students are required to deliver Orations in the pres- 
ence of the Professors, once a month. A meeting is held for 
this purpose every Monday evening. 


OBSERVATIONS. 


A “Theological Society,’ and a “Society of Inquiry on the 
subject of Missions,’’ are maintained in connection with the 
Seminary, among the Students themselves. 


The Library of the Seminary comprizes about six thousand 
volumes. 

No'charge is made for tuition ; but each Student is required 
to pay $5. per annum, towards the contingent expenses of the 
¥nstitution. 


The Vacations of the Seminary correspond with those of 
the College. 


Examinations are held at the close of each term, in the 
presence of the “Board of Visitors,’? appointed by the Synod. 


At the last meeting of the Synod, in Winchester, Va., the 
Rev. Dr. Puiiip Scuar, of Berlin in Prussia, was eleeted to 
fill the German Professorship, asit is called, of “Biblical Lit- 
erature and Church History.”” The appointment was made, 
on the nomination of the Commissioners sent over to Germany 
last Summer with the call to Dr. Krummacher, under circumn- 
stances whicl: seemed to indicate very clearly, a providential 
direction inthe case. He has recently signified his acceptance 
of the call, and may be expected, under divine favor, to enter 
upon his services in the Seminary, with the opening of the en- 
suing Summer Session. He comes recommended in the high- 
est terms, both for Piety and Learning, by such men as Krum- 
macher, Tholuck, Hengstenberg and Neander; and will be, 
no doubt, of great consequence, both to the Seminary and the 
College, as well as to the German Reformed Church, in this’ 
éountry in general:
